pe? Here happened lately in this Citty a very rare and 
remarkeable accident, which being variouſly and 
falſely reported amongſt the vulgar ( as in ſuch 
caſcs it is uſuall) to the end that none may be de- 
ceived, and that ſo lignall an a& of Gods mercy 
and providence may never be forgotten, I have here faithful- 
ly recorded it, according to the Information 1 have received 
from thoſe that were the chicte Inſtruments in bringing this 


great worke to perfeftion. 


In the houſe of Sir Thomas Read at Duns-Tew in Oxford-ſpire, 
there lived a maid named Anne Greene, born at Steeple-Barton, 
in the ſame County, being about 22 years of age, of a mid- 
dle ſtature, ſtrong, fleſhie, and of an indifferent good feature; 
who being (as ſhe ſaid) often ſollicited by faire promiſes and 
other amorous enticements of Mr Feffery Read Grand-child to 
the ſaid Sir Thomas, a youth of about 16 or 17 years of age, 
but of a forward growth and ftature, at laſt conſented to 1a- 
tisfy his unlawfull pleaſure, By which a&( as it afterward 
appeared) ſhe conceived, and was delivered of a Man-child: 
which being never made knowne, and the Infant found dead 
in the houle of office, cauſed a ſuſpition, that ſhe being the 
mother had murthered it, and throwne it there on purpoſe to 
conceale both it and her ſhame together. Thereupon the was 
immediatly taken into examination, and carried before ſeve- 
rall Juſtices of the peace in the Countrey : and ſoone after, 
in an extreame cold and rainy day, ſent unto Oxford Gaole, 
where having paſſed about three weekes more in continuall 
affrights and terrcours, in a place as comfortlcfſe as her condi- 
tion, ſhe was at a Seſſions held in Oxford , arraigned, condem- 
ned, and on Saturday the 14 of December laſt, brought forth . 
to the place of Execution: where, after ſinging of a Plalme, & 
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ſomething ſail in juſtification of her ſelf, as to the fatt for 
which ſhe was to ſafer, and touching the lewdnefle of the Fa- 
mily whercin {he Jacely lived, the was turn'd off the Ladder, 
hanging by tk< neck for the-ſpace of almoſt halfe an houte, 
ſome of her fricnds in the miean time thumping her on the 
breaſt, others hanging with all cheir weigh apon her leggs; 
ſometimes liiting her up, and then pulling her downe againe 
with a ſuddaine jerke, thereby the ſooner to dilpatch her out 
of her paine: inſomuch that the Under-Sheritte tearing; left 


thereby they ſhoald breake the rope, forbad them to doe ſo a- 


ny longer. At length; when every one thought [he was dead, 
the body being taken downe, and put into a Coftin, was car- 
ried thence into a private houſe, where ſome Phylitians had 
appointed to make a Diſſeftion. The Coftin being opened he 


was obſerved to breath, and in breathing ( the paſſage cf her 


throat being fſtreightned) obſcurely to ruttle : whick being 


perceived by a luſty fc]low that ſtood by, he (thinking to doe 
an aCt of charity in ridding her out of the ſmall reliques of a 
painfull life) ſtampcd ſeverall times on her breaſt & tomack 
with :11 the force he could. Immediately after,there came in 
Dr Peity of Braſen-noſe-Colledge our Anatomy-Profelſor, and 
Mr Thomas Willis of Chriſt-Church, at whoſe comming, which 
was about 9a clock in the morning, ſhe yet perliſted to rattle 
as before, laying all this while ſtretched out in the co®&n in 
a cold room andſcaſon of the ycare. They perceiving ſome 
life in her, as well for humanity as their Profeſſionſake , &c11 
preſently to att in order to her recovery. Firſt, having canſ{ed 
her to be held up in the Cofhn, they wrenched oper her teeth, 
which were faſt (et, and powred into her mouth {ome hot and 
cordiall ſpirits; whereupon ſhe rutled more'then; before, and 
ſeemed cbicuiely to cough: then they opened her hands: (her 
fingers alſo being ſilly bent ) and ordered ſorne to rub and 
chafe the extreme parts of her budy, which they cominacd for 
about a quarter of an houre; oft,in the mean time, powring in 
a ſpoontull or two of the cordiall water; and beiides tickling 
her throat with a feather, at which ſhe opened her eyes , but 


ſhat them againe preſently. As ſoon as they perceived any heat 
. In her extream parts, they thought of letting her blond: & no 


| ſooner 
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ſooncr was her arme bound for that purpoſe, but ſhe ſuddenly bent 
it, as if it had been contrafted by a fit of the Convullion : the veine 
being opened, ſhee bled about five ounces, and that ſotreely that ir 
could not ealily be topped. All this while her pulſe was very low, 
but otherwiſe not much amifie, Her arm being bound up again, and 
now and then a little cordial water powr'd down her throat, they 
continued rubbing her in ſeveral places, cauſed Ligatures to be made 
in her armes and leggs.and then ordered her to be laid in a bed well 
warmed : then they cauſed her neck, and alto hertemples to be ; a- 
nointcd with contortative oylesand ſpirits, and ſo likewiſe the bot- 
roms of her feet, and upon this ſhee beganne tor open her cics and to 
move the lower parts of her body. About this time came in Mr Bat- 
hur#? of Trinity Colledge, and Mr Clerhe of Mgdalen Colledge, whoſe 
advice and endeavours were then andall the time atterwards con- 
current with thoſe of the other two above meutioned. - Then they 
apylyed a plaiſter to her breafts, and ordered an heating odoriterous 
Clyſter to be caſt up tn her body, to give heat and warmth to her 
bowels: atter that,they perſwaded a woman to goe into bed to her, 
an1 tolye very cloſe to her, and gently to keep rubbing of her. Af- 
ter all which ſhee ſeemd abour noon to be in a feat. Her face alſo 
began ſomewhat to ſwell and to look very red on that ſide on which 
the knot of the halter had been faſtned. (! | 

Whilft the Phyiicians were thus buſte in recovering her to life, the 
Underſherilte was ſolliciting the Governour and the reſt of the Juſti- 
ces of Peace tor the obtaining her Reprieve,thac in cale the Hould for 
that prelint be recovered fully to lite, ſhee might not be had backe 
again to Execution. Wherenpon thoſe worthy Gent emen, confide- 
ring what had happened, weighing all circumſtances, they readily 
apprchended the hand of God in her preſervation, and being willing 
rather to co-operate with divine providence in ſaving her, thcn to 


overſtrain juſtice by condemning her to double ſbame and ſufferings, 


they were pleas'd to granther a Reprieve untill ſuch-time as her Par- 
don might be compleatly obtained. ; 

All this while ſhe had no ſooner opened her eycs, but'preſently ſhe 
ſhut them again, and being call'd upon to try whether the could hear 
or ſpeak,there appeared no {1gn that ſhe could do either. Soon a ter, 


' they made tryalagain : bidding her, if ſhe underſtood them, to move 


her hand, or open her cies. - Whereupon ſhe obſcurely opened her 
| "8:3 eyes 
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eyes. The Phyitians fearing leaft her face might ſwell more & more, 
and a Feaver come upon her, by reaſon of the tormer ſuffocation, 
took from her right arme about nine ounces more of blood , and 
then ordered her a Julep,apd other cordiall chings co be adminiſtred 
upon occation, and ſoletr her for that night: and about two houres 
after fhe b:gan to ſpzake many words intelligible. : 

On Sunday the 15 about $ in the morning they return'd, and 
found her much amended, being able to anſ{w*-r to any queſtion pro- 
pounded unto her. Shee then complained of her throat , ( but not 
much of any other parc) whereunto they ordered a Cataplaſme to 
be applyed: then ſhe complaining of drought, a Julep was offered 
her, which ſhe firft took with difficulty, and at laſt refus'd : warm 
beere being given her, ſhe diſreliſhed it , but of cold ſhe drank and 
thanked them. 

All this while ſhe lay often ſighing and talking to her (elfe, as if 
ſhe had been ſtill to ſuffer. About noone ſhe felt anextreame ſore- 
neſfſe in her breaſt and lides, but there appeared nothing diſcoloured 
or like a Contuſion. That night they ordered her a Clyſter, & a Ca- 
taplaſme to be applied to her breaſt and lides, with other means to 
prevent what evill might enſue by reaſon of contus'd blood, and ſo 
left her to reſt. About 9 of the clock ſhe langhed and talked merri- 
ly, look'nz freſh and of a good colour : being a liccle feveriſh , her 
tongue not furd nor clammy. 

Munday the 16, they found that ſhe had taken ſome reſt , and her 
feaver not much encreas'd : they then tooke from her left arme a- 
bout {1x ounces of blood more : ſhe fainted not , but talked very 
cheerfully, complaining ſomewhat of her neck,ſtomack,and throat. 

But before they let her bloud, having firſt cauſed all to depart the 
roome cxcept thoſe Gentlemen that were of the Faculty, they asked 
her of her ſenſe and apprehenſion during the time of her ſutfering; 
ſhe anſwered, chat after ſhe put off ſome of her clothes, begueathing 
them to her Mother ( which was early in the morning before her ex- 
ecution) and heard ſome one ſay that one of the priſoners was let 
out of the chaine to put her to death, ſhe remembered nothing at all 
that had been done unto her : and that ſhe knew not when her fet- 
ters were knock'd off, or how ſhe came out of priſon, or that ſhe had 
bin upon the Gallows, neither could ſhe remembtec that any Palme 
had bin ſung,or that ſhe ſaid any thing there : notwirchſtanding thoſe 


that

that were preſent do teftffy that ſhe ſpake very ſenbbly : onely about 
a fortnight after, ſhe ſeemed to remember ſomething of a fellow 
wraptupin a blaket, which indeed was the habit of her Executioner. 

Ir is obſervable alfo, that when ſhe came to her ſelfe againe, ſhe 
fell into the like ſpeeches as ſhe had uſed in priſon before the execu- 
rion : ſeeming there to go on-where ſhe had fo long time left off; 
like to a Clock whoſe weight had been taken offa while, and after- 
wards hung on againe. | 

That night ſhe was fomented about the fides and other contuſed 
places, her neck being very ſore, eſpecially on the right fide , where' 
it was all bJack, and began to blifter : there appeared alſo diverſe 
fpors of ſerled blond on her right cheek. 

Tueſday the 17 in the morning they found her pulſe ſlow, but ve- 
y unequal! : her tongue not very dry nor ruugh : the night before 
ſhe ſlept well; in the morning ſhe aroſe, but her head was ſo light 
thatſhe could hardly ſtand upright : ſhe now complained of paine 
beneath the pit of her ftomack : ſhe complained allo of a deadneſſe 


in the tipp of her gs gg ſhe had bitten ir in the time of 
or 


her ſuffering : ſhe call'd this day ſome bread, which ſhe did eate, 
being firſt toaſted and moiftned in beare, Ar night when they viſi- 
ted her againe, the paine of her neck and throat was decreaſed: the 
ſpots of ſetled bloud about her check. and neck lefſened , but the 
eadneſſe of her tongue ſtill remained. That night ſhe ſlept 6 or7 
houres : and on the 18 in the morning had no feaver; her pulſe was 
much amended; all Symptomes leſſened; the paines in her breaſt ſee- 
med to deſcend into the region of the belly, being (as *twas concei- 
ved) not inthe bowells, but only in the muſculous outward parts. 
he 19 ſhe was up, and did eat part of a'chick. AlI Symptomes' 
decreaſed : yet could ſhe not goe, without the help of ſomewhat to 
hold her. Her neck ſtill ſore, but mending. The deadneflc of her 
Tongs leſſened. That night ſhe flept well. About foure or five 
daies after, being hard froſty weather , there appeared a blackneſſe 
over the lower part of her right arme, and upon her flankes on the 
fame fide : which by degrees waxed yellow, and-in foure or five daies' 
vaniſhed. | Ps 
By this time, the care of the Phyſitians was well over. The paincs' 
in her brieſt and ſide when ſhe drew in her breath, as alſo the inequa-' 


lity of her pulſe (which cauſed a ſuſpition of a contuſion and extra--. 


vaſated bloud fpilt on the Lungs) being now fully ceaſed. The 
deadnefle of her tongue and ſoreneffe of her neck quite gone. There 


remained: 
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remained onely a giddinefſe in her head when ſhe walked or ſticred 
her body, which in a ſhort time likewiſe left her. And now being a- 
ble to walk about the town, eat, drink,and ſleep a{wel as before this 
accident had befallen her,ſhe had liberty to repair(and is fince gone) 
unto her friends in the Country ; taking away with her the Coffin 
wherein ſhe Jay,as a Trophey of this her wondertal preſervation. 
Thus, within the ſpace of a Moneth, was ſhe wholly recovered : 
and in the ſameRoom where her Body was to have been difſeaed for 
the ſatisfation of a tew, ſhe became a greater wonder, being reviv'd, 
to the fatisfaftion of multitudes that flocked thither daily to ſee her. 
One thing more I had almoſt forgotten ; that when the numbers 
of people ſtill prefling into the houſe began to be too impetuous, and 
the Phylicians had obtained of the Governour to have a Guard plac'd 
at the door ; yet becanſe thoſe of the better ſort could not altoge- 
ther be denied admiſſion, they thought it a ſcaſonable opportunity, 
for the maid's behalfe,to invite them either to exerciſe their Charity, 
or at leaſt to pay for their Curioſity. And therefore (themſelves firſt 
| leading the way) they commended it to thoſe that came in, to give 
every one what they pleas'd, her Father being there ready to receive 
It. Atter a few daies the Governor (a Gentleman as much to be be- 
lov'd for his Courteite, as hee is honour'd tor his Prudence) coming 
himſelfe to ſee her, did not anely contribute to her in a liberal man- 
'ner,but alſo improved his Tharity with many pertinent and whol- 
Tom inftruftions. By this meanes there was gathered for herto the 
ſummeof many pounds : whereby not onely the Apothecaries Bill, 
 and'other neceſfarics for her Dyet and lodging were diſcharged, but 
' ſome overplus remained towards the ſuing out of her Pardon. 
And now, having done with the Sufferings, and the Cure, it will 
not be amiſſe to look back, and take a Reveiw of the Cauſe of them, 
as matter of fa tor which ſhe ſuffered : which (as I have ſaid) was 
the ſappoſed murther of her own Infant. 
There are two things, very conſiderable, alledzed on her behalfe, 
and that may ſeem to cleer her Innocence asto that bulineffe. 


The firſt is, that the Childe was abortive or ſtilborn, and confe- + 


quently not capable of being murthered. The other,that the did not 


certainly know that ſhe was with childe,and that it tel] from her un | 


awares as ſhe was in the houſe of office. RY 2% 
As for the firſt, it is evident that the child was very unperfe&, be- 

ing not above a ſpan in length, and the ſexe bardly to be diſtinguiſh- 

ed: ſo that rather ſeemed a lampof fleſh, then a well and duly for- 


med 
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.med Infant. The Midwife ſaid alſo, that it had no hair, and that 
ſhe did net belecve that ever it had life. Beiides; her fellow-ſervants 
do teſtitie, that ſhce had certain Iflues for about a month before ſhee 
miſcarried, which were of that nature (Phyiicians ſay) asare not 
conliſtent with the vitality of a child : the eruption of which liſues 
. came on her after ſhee had violently labour'd in skreening of mal. 
Laftly, icis not likely that the Child was vital, the miſchance hap- 
pening not above 17. weekes after the time of her conception. 

For the 2. that ſhee might not know certainly that ſhe was with 
childe,ir is notimprobable : for ſhee was not 10. weeks without the 
uſual Courſes of women, before the had thoſe continual Iffues which 
laſted tor a Moneth together : which long and great Evacuation 
mizht make her judge, that it was nothing elſe but a flux of thoſe 
humors which for ten weeks before had been ſuppreſſed ; and that 
the childe which then tell from her unawares, was nothing but a 
lump ofthe ſame matter coagulated. As for the pain, it muſt needs 
be ditterent in ſuch caſes from that which accompanies the timely 
fruit of the womb : and by reaſon of thoſe Iſſues coming from her, 
for ſo long continued a time before ſke cold nothave thoſe throwes * 
and paſſions at the time of her abortion, as women in travel are ſub- 
je& unta. 

Adde to all this, that at her Tryall ſhe ingenfouſly confeſſed as 
much as was alledged by the witneſſes: and continued in the ſame 
aſſertions, not only before, but at her Execution, the laſt ſuppoſed 
minute of her life; and the very firſt words, after ſhe came to her 
ſelf again (which certainly were not ſpoken with deiign, or purpoſe 

todeceive) confirmed the ſame. $ 

'. Thereis yet ohe-thing more which hath been taken notice of by 
ſome, as to the Maid's detence ; That her Grand Proſecutor Sir Tho- 
mas Read died within three daies after her Execution ; even almoſt as 
ſoon as the probability of her reviving could be well confirmed to 

: him. But becauſe hee was an old man, and ſuch Eyents are not too 
raſhly to be commented on,]I thall not make uſe of that obſervation. 
It may perhaps be expeted by ſome (and 'tis pity I can give them 

no beter ſatisfaQtion ) that I ſhould' here relate ſome ſtory (like 
e'1oſe of Orpheus or Aneas in the Poets) of what fine vilions this maid 
« ſay-incche other wocld;. what celeſtial mubck, or helliſhbowling 
{ ſhe heard; what ſpirits he canverſed with; and whar Revelations 


me back with her, <onverning the Preſent Times, or the E- 


vents of things to come. But for ſuch matters the Ballad-makers 
muſt reſt contented: ſince ſhee (as you have heard) was ſo far fram 
B knowing 
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knowing any ting whilſt ſhee was dead, that (hee: remembred noe 
what had happcned co her evenfwhen ſhee was yet alive, Her ſpirits, 
at that time, being either ſo fixed or benummed with fear, asnot to. 
admic of any new Impr« ons; or otherwife ſo tarbulent and un- 
quicr, as prelcntly to dilcompoſe and- obliterate them. As we ofterr 
tee it fares with men that are buzz'd in the head with drink, or tran(- 
ported with madneſſe, who, though they ſeem ſeniibleenough of e- 
very prelent obje& that-moves them, yet after they recover can own 
but little of what they did or {aid before. 

Having here done wirhrthe Story, cannot but refle& upon the ge- 
nerous attempt of thoſe Gentlemen that treely ar a and have 
ſo happily performed the Cure. That whilſt they miſſed the oppor 
tunity of improving their knowledge in the difſe&ion of a Dead bo- 
dy,they advanced their fame by reſtoring to the world a Living one : 
who now (deſervedly) accountsit her happineſle to have fallen into 
fuch courteous and skiltull hands : not only for their ſucceſſefull en- 
deavours uſed in her Recovery, but for being a means to vindicate 
her from that foul ſtain of Murder, which, in-moſt mens judgments 
(and, perhaps, Heaven it ſelte allo bearing wicneſle) was ſo harſhly 
charged upon her.
